Continuation of 2. NOTE: Applicant has amended Claims 1,4.8 and 1 3 to Include the step of "conducting a con-ection operation, if 
demanded". Examiner maintains that the amendment effectively changes the scope of the Claims and requires further consideration and 
a new search. 

Applicant argues that Claim 15 as previously presented is allowable over Sinquin (US 6,245,098). Applicant specifically states that 
Sinquin fails to disclose or suggest "con-ecting the file structure of the rewritable disk if the file structure is against the standard file 
system". Sinquin specifically discloses that a processor is able to correct errors during playback (col 3. lines 15-20). Furthemnore. 
Sinquin discloses that this is accomplished by reading the medium and correcting the errors such that playback is allowed according to a 
recognized standard (col 3, lines 15-20). Examiner maintains that the disclosure of Sinquin anticipates the claimed invention. 
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
